Fermi  students  and  staff  enthusias- 
tically pitched  in  for  the  sixth  year  to 
help  the  people  of  our  "adopted  " 
schools  in  Ocotal.  Micaragua:  Herma- 
nos  Zamora  Elementary  School  and  In- 
stituto  national  of  Segovia  (Ocotal's  re- 
gional junior  and  senior  high  school). 
As  in  the  past,  our  gifts  were  shipped  via 
Ct.  "Friends  of  Ocotal,”  founded  and 
coordinated  by  Planetarium  Director 
and  P.O.P.S.  Advisor  Mr.  James  Yankee 
and  his  wife,  Eileen. 

In  november  and  December,  P.O.P.S. 
and  Senate  coordinated  the  annual 
"Soap  for  Ocotal"  and  "Great  Christ- 
mas Pencil  Wrap-up"  collections. 
F.B.L.A.  continued  their  generous  as- 
sistance with  the  donation  of  a beautiful 
10-foot  nature  diorama,  plastic  jungle 
animals,  natural  science  books  and  A-V 
aids.  Spanish  language  classes  wrote 
letters,  and  the  Fermi  Choir  produced  a 
special  video  greeting  card  at  the  Hol- 
iday Concert  — featuring  "Feliz 
Havidad"  as  scenes  of  Ocotal  were  dis- 
played on  the  auditorium  screen.  In  the 
school  store,  D.E.C.A.  held  its  annual 
"Pennies  for  Ocotal"  collection  to  help 
purchase  needed  supplies. 

In  the  showcase,  photos  taken  by  In- 
stituto  English  Professor  Santiago  Chow 
showed  the  distribution  of  last  year's 
shipment  to  schools,  nurses,  doctors, 
farmers,  etc.  Printed  in  the  daily  notices, 
several  letters  from  Ocotal  children  pro- 
vided lessons  in  third-world  economics: 
"The  salaries  (of  teachers)  are  very  little 
. . . and  if  they  buy  clothing  they  can't 
buy  food,  and  if  they  buy  food  they  can  't 
buy  clothing,  . , , That  which  is  earned 
with  the  struggle  is  not  enough  for  the 
two  things  (food  and  clothing),"  (from 
Mayling  Matamoros  Zeladon).  'Twelve 
year  old  Carlos  Leonardo  Antunez 
wrote:  "I  am  a young  boy,  but  suffer 
much  to  see  my  mama  working  so  hard 
for  this  (to  pay  for  his  tuition,  books  and 
supplies).  I preoccupy  myself  in  study- 
ing well . . . God  help  and  permit  me  one 
day  to  have  a professional  career  for  my 
family  and  for  my  country." 

These  letters  helped  to  add  special 
meaning  to  our  donations.
